Make farther provision for the appointment and tenure a.d. 1910. 
of office of Under Sheriffs in administrative county 
boroughs in Ireland. 


\Xj HEREAS it is expedient to extend the privileges now 
enjoyed by county boroughs in Ireland, and to make 
further and better provision for the appointment and tenure of 
office of the under sheriffs therein : 


5 Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Under Short title.

2 . In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

The expression “ county borough ” shall mean any borough 
mentioned in the Second Schedule to the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1898 ; 

The expression “high sheriff” shall mean the high sheriff 
of a county borough; 

The expression “under sheriff” shall mean the under 
sheriff to the high sheriff of a county borough ; 

The expression “council” shall mean the council of a 
county borough; 

The expression “town clerk” shall mean the town clerk 
or secretary of a county borough council ; 

The expression “existing under sheriff” shall mean an 
under sheriff holding office at the passing of this Act.

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2 Under Sheriffs ( County Boroughs ) {Ireland). [1 Geo. 5.] 

3. Tlie under sheriff of a county borough shall not be 
appointed as heretofore ; the existing under sheriffs of the county 
boroughs shall, from and after the passing of this Act, enter into 
and hold their office during good behaviour, and on a vacancy 
in the office of under sheriff of any county borough the council 5 
of such county borough shall, within a period of four weeks 
after the vacancy elect or choose a fit and proper person duly 
qualified as in this Act herein-after defined, to execute the 
said office, and until the office be filled up as in this section 
provided, it shall be the duty of the high sheriff for the tune 10 
being to appoint a fit and proper person as defined in this Act 

to execute the office of under sheriff, who shall discharge the 
duties until the person selected as provided in this section enters 
into office. 

4. Every existing under sheriff, and every person elected 15 

or chosen to be under sheriff, under the provisions of this Act 
sha ll have, and may exercise, all the like powers, jurisdiction, 
and authority, and shall be subject to the like obligations, as if 
he were acting under a delegation from the high sheriff for the 
time being. 20 

5. Erom and after the passing of this Act no person shall be 
elected or chosen or appointed pursuant to the provisions contained 
in section four hereof, to execute the office of under sheriff of a 
county borough, unless at the time of being so elected or chosen 

or appointed he is qualified as follows (that is to say) : — 25 

[a) is a barrister-at-law ; or 

(5) is a solicitor of the Supreme Court of Judicature in 
Ireland; or 

(c) is a person who has actually managed the office of an 

under sheriff of a county borough for a period of at 30 
least five years. 

6. Erom and after the passing of this Act a person who is 
an existing under sheriff of a county borough, or a person who 
shall hereafter be elected or chosen or appointed to be the under 
sheriff of a county borough, shall not be qualified to be elected 35 
or to be a councillor of that county borough during the time 
he shall so act as under sheriff. 

7. Every existing under sheriff of a county borough shall, 
on or before the commencement of this Act, and every person 
who shall hereafter be elected or chosen as under sheriff of any 40

entering into the office of such under sheriff, give security for — 
the due discharge of the duties of the office in such sum and in 
such manner as the Lord Chancellor of Ireland may by order 
5 appoint, and shall take the oath now by law required to be 
taken by under sheriffs. 


8. Any existing under sheriff, or any person elected or chosen Refusal or 
to fill the office of under sheriff under the provisions of this Act, ™ 3 jg ion 
may retire from such office* or may decline to serve without

9 . Every under sheriff of a county borough may be removed Removal 
from his said office by the Lord Lieutenant for inability or mis- from office 
behaviour in the discharge of his duty ; and the omission to provide oi^mish©^ 
the security required by this Act shall be deemed inability within Saviour.

10 . Nothing in this Act shall alter or amend the existing law Existing

Provided that [from and after the coming into operation of Relief froml 
this Act the high sheriff of any such county borough shall be liability for .

11. The Lord Lieutenant may, by Order in Council, make Orders iu 
such adaptations of any enactments relating to the office of sheriff Counci1 ' 
or under sheriff in Ireland as appear to him necessary or expedient 

30 for carrying this Act into effect. 

12 . T his Act shall come into operation on the first dag of Commence- 
Jamutry one thousand nine hundred and eleven. 
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
